The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-126 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Improper Markush language is recited in claims 1, 8, 9, 12, 14, 20, 24, 30, 33, 36, 
37, 38, 40, 47, 48, 51, 53, 59, 63, 69, 72, 75, 76, 80, 85, 86, 87, 95, 96, 99, 101, 107, 
1 1 1, 1 17, 120 and 122, and a proper format is "(at least one) selected from the group 
consisting of A, B, C, — and Z". 

Claims 1-126 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. EP 0 389 388 teach employing the instant compound C such as 
benzoin as a flow control agent at page 4, lines 42-45, however, the final product with 
said benzoin is crosslinked and thus said final product is different from the instant 
ungelled product and product having a glass transition temperature.
